A Continent of Death. 


To* antarctic hs» long been Traowa 
as a continent of death. It baa nalthoi 
tbe flora nor tbe fauna of the arctic. 
An occasional penquin or a migratory 
peal may Im found near the ocean, but 
tbe interior has always been a waited 
waste. Captain Scott and hia men in- 
habited the continent longer probably 
than any other human beings, and it 
•was as if one of tbe diabolic-si blizzards 


bare enlaiied woufd~bare (nrolred too 
fjare a riik. He therefore reluctant- 
ly postponed Ma atart for a month. 
That month probably loat for Captain 
Scott the honor of beinc Drat at tbe

before they could escape the price paid 
by all other life in its frozen area. 


The circumstance is particularly trag- 


ic from the fact that Itoald Amundsen 
only a month before hnd come and 
gone in weather so exceptionally balmy 
that the Norwegian haa been inclined 
to discount tbe reports ot earlier ex- 
plorers of the blighting winds ot tho 
plateau. That he was somewhat earlier 
than Scott had something to do with 
It but the choice of routes also contrib- 
.nted to tho ease of Amundsen's Journey. 
I Captain Bcott selected the same routs 
ho had taken in his first expedition, 
1602-4, and later by Sbacttcton. pnsh 


being well, the pole should therefore 
have been reached about Jan. 15 last 
Caches ot food uad been made every 
sixty miles along tho routo. Thct* was 
ample tor tbe explorers to enjoy fu!S 
rations on the whole return Journey.

Cap- 
tain Scott has not been racing, nor bas 
tie been engaged npon a mere dash f> 
tbe pole.

A. F. Dnvidwm, tbe latest biographer of 
Victor Hugo, annoyed fay the «trav»- 
gant eulogies of tbe poet that his pred- 
ecessors bad written, should lay a 
good deal of stress on the great Krench- 
man'-i faults and failings.

ly, in order to get at tbe opinion of the 
scientific world, the Biblical World ask- 
ed a number of tbe leaders of American 
science to give an answer of not to exr 
ceed 100 words to the question, 'Does 
modern science still believe in evolu- 
tion ?' 
The unanimity of response 


makes it apparent that our theological 
thinking cannot ignore, much less 
deny, tbe place evolution Is holding in 
oar modern world. For onr own part, 
we believe that BO far from being in- 
consistent with the gospel, evolution 
furnishes one of tbe means by which 
we may better understand tbe relations 
of God with this world." 


Opinionc of the Scientists 


Some of the opinions expressed by 


tbe scientists are by William Patten. 
professor of biology and zoology. Dart- 
month college: "Evolution Is the ac- 
cepted doctrine of the natural sciences 
to tbe extent that it has long ceased to 
be a subject of debate in standard sci- 
entific Journals or in tbe organized 
conferences of men of science. H is no 
longer a question of whether this, that 
or the other has been evolved, but 
where and when and how and why it 
was evolved. As for biologists, they 
are now further from agreement as to 
what constitutes the processes and 
conditions essential to organic develop- 
ment and further from mutual under- 
standing or from a Just appreciation of 
both tbe supplementary and antago- 
nistic -views held by their colleagues 
tnan tney were a year ago. 


"This is an index of real progress 


along divergent lines, too rapid for tbe 
pioneers to keep in constant touch with 
each other or wttb the rear guard. The 
brief reports of individual success or 
failure on the frontier which from time 
to time reach tbe public ear are, as a 
rule, unintelligible to tbe layman. They 
are sometimes improperly ntiliied to 
proclaim a general defeat or a general 
victory for this or that cause, to allay 
partisan fear or encourage partisan 
hope. Allow me, a soldier in tbe ranks. 
to report that there la bat one army in 
the field, that tbe fight moves bravely 
on toward tbe Hgbf and science and 
humanity lead."
